Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The substance of claim 1 was discussed as outlined in the attached 
interview request form. Mr. Ong and Mr. Peters argued as to why the Mclntyre reference (6,813,587) does not teach 
what is required by the claims. For example independent claim 1 clearly requires the usage of more than one disparate 
"processing plants". Mr. Ailes and Mr. Caldwell suggested that when placing the arguments on the record that the 
record also include a clear definition and a further elaboration of what a processing plant is defined as. No agreement 
was reached at this time. The applicants' representatives agreed to file a response to the nonfinal office action.
